Selectmen's  Report 
1972 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ashland : 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  pleased  to  submit  this  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31, 1972. 

The  purpose  of  the  report  will  be  an  evaluation  of  the  town's  fiscal 
and  economic  condition,  to  relate  a  few  achievements  and  to  point  up  the 
necessity  of  making  many  more.  We  recommend  a  careful  perusal  of  all 
department  and  departmental  reports  included  herewith.  Such  a  study 
should  give  the  individual  taxpayer  an  in-depth  understanding  of  the 
manner  in  which  your  town  operates  and  also  an  insight  into  some  of  the 
mounting  problems  it  faces. 


We  opened  the  new  landfill  dump  after  considerable  delay. 
However,  we  feel  that  the  delay  was  justified.  By  clearing  and  reclaiming 
the  far  end  of  the  site  to  begin  with,  we  will  save  money  and  fill  over  the 
future  years  and  more  importantly  have  considerably  extended  the  life  of 
the  site.  The  new  building  and  road  speak  for  themselves.  Due  to  the  cost 
of  this  project  the  North  Country  Resources,  Conservation  and 
Development  Authority  of  Littleton,  N.  H.  made  us  a  grant  of  $3,500.00  in 
federal  funds  which  we  gratefully  received  in  January  1973. 


The  town  office  was  moved  to  the  old  Town  Hall  on  the  second  floor 
at  very  little  expense.  A  new  police  station  was  built  on  the  ground  floor.  If 
you  have  not  already  inspected  these  new  facilities,  you  are  invited  to  do 
so  at  your  convenience.  Mill  Street  was  paved  from  South  Main  Street  to 
Barney's  store.  The  Highway  Dept.  helped  with  the  two-year  T  R  A  project 
on  the  North  Ashland  Road  after  having  spent  most  of  the  spring  and 
summer  working  on  the  landfill  road. 

As  everyone  by  this  time  knows,  all  real  estate  in  town  was  finally 
reassessed  by  the  State  Tax  Commission.  The  town  office  now  has  a  series 
of  aerial  maps  indicating  the  boundary  of  all  properties  according  to  the 
deeds  on  record.  We  hope  that,  after  a  few  adjustments,  this  appraisal  will 
be  considered  fa  ir  and  equitable  to  everyone  concerned. 

Domes  over  the  two  clarifiers  at  the  sewage  treatment  plant  have 
been  installed  to  protect  against  freezing  with  additional  insulation  still  to 
be  added.  The  West  Main  Street  sewer  extension  is  well  underway.  The 
twelve  inch  line  from  Route  3  to  the  treatment  plant  is  all  finished  except 
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under  the  railroad  and  I  93  which  will  be  done  this  winter.  As  soon  as  the 
frost  is  gone,  Main  Street  will  be  done  before  summer  traffic  gets  heavy. 

Looking  to  this  year,  the  old  town  dump  will  be  covered  by  the  state. 
We  plan  to  pave  the  remainder  of  Mill  Street.  We  also  feel  that  the  time 
has  come  to  do  some  thinking,  and  to  take  some  action,  regarding  a  much 
needed  new  town  garage. 


Looking  to  the  future,  there  are  a  few  items  of  good  news.  A  stitching 
factory  is  coming  to  town.  A  building  permit  has  been  issued  for  a  very 
sizable  condominium  off  West  Main  Street.  Then,  there  is  the  matter  of 
federal  revenue  sharing.  We  have  already  received  two  checks  for  our  1972 
share,  and  should  receive  three  quarterly  payments  during  1973  on  this 
year's  revenue  sharing  quota. 

We  ask  that  you  study  the  budget  and  articles  in  the  warrant  and  be 
present  at  the  town  meeting  to  express  and  vote  your  convictions  con- 
cerning the  ever  increasing  problems  and  the  resulting  burden  that  is 
constantly  being  imposed  upon  us. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
all  those  who  have  cooperated  with  our  constant  efforts  to  bring  about 
some  economy  in  the  operation  of  all  our  town  business.

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Record  of  Annual  Town  Meeting 

March  7,  1972 


There  were  980  ballots  received  and  counted  by  the  ballot  clerks  and  a 
total  of  587  ballots  cast. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  moderator,  Dr.  Glenn  Bricker 
and  the  polls  declared  open.  The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  close 
the  polls  at  6:00  P.M.    So  Voted. 

The  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:00  P.M.  A  motion  was 
made,  seconded  and  so  voted  to  recess  for  fifteen  minutes  to  permit 
completion  of  the  count  of  school  ballots. At  7:15  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order  and  the  warrant  read. 

ITEM  I:  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year.  Elected  by  printed  ballot  were:  Selectman  for  three  years  —  Ber- 
nard Avery;  Treasurer  —  Thomas  W.  Heinz;  Town  Clerk  —  Marion  K. 
Merrill ;  Utility  Commission  for  three  years  —  Thomas  W.  Glidden ;  Utility 
Commission  for  two  years  —  Lawson  W.  Glidden  Jr. ;  Utility  Commission 
for  one  year  —  Leroy  S.  Huckins ;  Budget  Committee  for  three  years  — 
Thomas  McNamara;  Ruth  E.  Morrison,  Norman  C.  Weden  and  Royce  M. 
Wilder;  Budget  Committee  for  two  years  —  Richard  B.  Pytel;  Budget 
Committee  for  one  year  —  Charlotte  Brook  by  write  in ;  Library  Trustee 
for  three  years  —  Lorraine  J.  Marsh;  Town  Trustee  for  three  years  — 
James  C.  Hinds;  Overseer  of  the  poor  —  Nancy  B.  Straw;  Tax  Collector  — 
Richard  B.  Pytel  by  write  in;  Chief  of  Police  —  Ernest  A.  Paquette;  Road 
Agent  for  one  year  —  David  G.  Ober ;  Fire  Wards  for  one  year—  H.  Joseph 
Guyotte,  Albert  P.  Blake  and  Colby  Lyford. 

ITEM  II :  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of 
the  same. 

The  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  so  voted  to  pass  article  two  until 
the  rest  of  the  warrant  had  been  acted  on. 

Following  Article  20  action  was  initiated  on  article  two. 

The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  raise  the  sum  of  $523,851.34  to 
defray  Town  charges.  Following  the  necessary  procedure  a  motion  to 
consider  the  budget  item  by  item  was  defeated.  The  moderator  suggested 
that  any  item  of  the  budget  in  question  was  open  for  discussion.  Following 
discussion  on  several  items,  it  was  moved,  seconded  and  so  voted  to  in- 
crease the  police  budget  $6,820.00.  The  motion  to  raise  $523,851.34  to  defray 
Town  charges  was  withdrawn  and  a  new  motion  to  raise  a  total  of 
$530,671.34  was  made,  seconded  and  so  voted. 

ITEM  III :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $407.15  for  Town  Road  Aid.  (State  to  contribute  $2,414.33) 
(Recommended  by  Budget  Committee) 

Moved,  seconded  and  so  voted. 

ITEM  IV :    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  in  favor  of  giving  the  Planning 
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Board  the  authority  to  prepare  and  adopt  Land  Subdivision  Regulations. 
(This  article  will  appear  on  the  printed  ballot) . 

Result:  Yes  —  158  No  —  326 

ITEM  V:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  become  a  member  of  the 
Regional  Planning  Commission,  now  organized  and  named  the 'Lakes 
Region  Planning  Commission.  The  Commission  presently  has  a  mem- 
bership of  twelve  municipalities  and  has  jurisdiction  over  planning  region 
No.  6  as  delineated  by  the  Office  of  State  Planning.  The  objective  of  the 
Commission  is  to  plan  for  and  encourage  regional  concern,  to  assist  Town 
Planning  Boards  and  to  provide  for  the  effectuation  of  projects  within,  and 
which  extend  beyond,  the  boundaries  of  a  particular  town.  The  Com- 
mission will  have  only  the  authority  conferred  on  it  by  Chapter  36:45  —  53, 
revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955,  and  will  be  an  advisory  commission  to 
local  governments  in  the  region.  Members  of  the  Commission  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in  accordance  with  state  law  —  two 
representatives  will  be  appointed  from  Ashland. 

Result:    Moved,  seconded.  Voice  vote  in  question. 

Result  of  count:  Yes  —  91  No  —  72 

ITEM  VI:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,094.00  as  the  Town's  share  for  the  studies  and  operation  of  the  Lakes 
Region  Planning  Commission.  These  funds  will  be  used  for  financing  the 
staff,  operation  expenses,  planning  studies,  technical  assistance  and  other 
programs  of  the  Commission.  These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  other  State  and  Federal  funds  available  for  planning  purposes. 
(Submitted  without  recommendation  of  Budget  Committee) . 

Moved,  seconded.  Voice  vote  in  question. 

Results  by  count:  Yes  —  84  No  —  84 

ITEM  IV :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $16,000.00  to  extend  the  water  main  from  Candle  Court  on  River 
Street  to  the  Town  Beach,  with  monies  to  be  taken  from  the  Water 
Department  Reserve  Funds.  (Not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee). 

Dismissed. 

ITEM  VIII:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  regional 
refuse  disposal  planning  committee  in  accordance  with  RSA  53-B:l.  Said 
committee  to  consist  of  three  (3)  members  to  be  appointed  no  more  than 
thirty  (30)  days  following  the  annual  meeting. 

There  was  a  motion  to  dismiss  the  article.  There  followed  an  ex- 
planation by  Rev.  William  Norman  that  it  would  not  be  possibe  for  the 
Town  to  obtain  Federal  Aid  by  joining  with  other  towns  unless  the  article 
was  passed.  A  motion  was  made  to  move  the  question.  Seconded  and  so 
voted.  The  motion  to  dismiss  the  article  was  defeated  by  a  majority  vote. 
A  motion  to  adopt  the  article  was  then  made,  seconded  and  so  voted. 

ITEM  IX :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
enter  into  a  mutual  agreement  with  the  selectmen  of  other  adjacent  towns 
who  might  be  interested,  for  the  purpose  of  sharing  the  costs,  operation 
and  use  of  the  sanitary  landfill  dump.  Also  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
apply  for  and  accept  any  and  all  State  or  Federal  grants  in  aid,  available 
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for  such  a  joint  project.  Also  the  right  to  expend  such  funds  as  is 
necessary,  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation  of  this  meeting,  for  this 
purpose. 

The  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  so  voted  to  amend  the  article  by 
deleting  "other  adjacent  towns  who  might  be  interested"  and  to  replace  it 
with  "the  town  of  Holderness."  The  article  was  then  accepted  as  amended. 

ITEM  X:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 

not  to  exceed  $40,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  equipment  and 
preparing  the  site  for  operation  of  the  Sanitary  Landfill  Dump,  and  to 
authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow  from  the  Electric  Department  in  the 
name  of  the  Town,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $35,000.00  to  be  repaid  over  a  period 
of  five  years  at  the  rate  of  $7,000.00  per  year,  without  interest.  (Recom- 
mended by  the  Budget  Committee). 

Result:  Moved,  seconded  and  so  voted. 

ITEM  XI:  A.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  study  and  evaluate  an  extension  to  the  Thompson  Street  sewer 
main,  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,800.00  from  the  sewer  project 
balance  for  this  purpose. 

B.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$150,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  financing  and  constructing  an  extension  of 
the  Thompson  Street  sewer  main  and  other  such  related  facilities  in- 
clusive of  easements  and  rights  of  way  as  are  required,  such  sum  to  be 
appropriated  from  the  sewer  project  balance  which  the  Town  now  holds  in 
Treasury  Notes,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  and  negotiate  for 
and  to  accept  any  State  and-or  Federal  grants  in  aid  for  this  extension 
under  our  present  sewer  contract.  (Petitioned  by  ten  or  more  legal 
voters).  (Not  recommended  by  Budget  Committee). 

Results  -  Dismissed 

ITEM  XII:  To  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  whether  the 
amendments  of  the  Constitution  proposed  by  the  1971  session  of  General 
Court  shall  be  approved. 

Approval  expressed  by  a  majority. 

ITEM  XIII :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $25,444.00  to  extend  the  water  main  from  Candle  Court  on  River 
Street  to  Little  Squam  Cabins  on  U.S.  No.  3.  (Petitioned  by  ten  or  more 
legal  voters ) .  ( Not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee ) . 

Results :  -  Dismissed 

ITEM  XrV:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen, 
if  necessary,  to  convey  by  deed,  the  old  Town  Dump  site  to  Mr.  William 
Dailey  in  exchange  for  the  necessary  adjacent  fill  to  cover  the  same. 

Moved,  seconded  and  so  voted  without  dissent. 

ITEM  XV:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
appoint  the  Highway  Agent.  (This  article  will  appear  on  the  printed 
ballot).

ITEM  XVI:    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
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to  appoint  the  Chief  of  Police  (This  article  will  appear  on  the  printed 
ballot). 

Results :  Yes  -  92  No  -  404 

ITEM  XVII :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  petition  the  Governor  and  his  Council  to  re-establish  our  Municipal 
Court  in  accordance  with  the  provision  RSA  502:2.  (Petitioned  by  ten  or 
more  legal  voters). 

Moved,  seconded  and  so  voted  without  dissent. 

ITEM  XIX:    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  the  Town  owned  Kimball  lot  on  River  Street. 

Result:    Moved,  seconded  and  so  voted  without  dissent. 

ITEM  XIX:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  a  sum  or  sums  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  $100,000.00  and  to  issue  in  the  name  of  and  on  the  credit  of  the 
Town,  negotiable  notes  therefor,  and  notes  to  be  repaid  during  the  current 
municipal  year,  from  taxes  collected  during  the  current  municipal  year. 

Result:    Moved,  seconded  and  so  voted  without  dissent. 

ITEM  XX:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
tax  acquired  property. 

Result :    Moved,  seconded  and  so  voted  without  dissent. 

ITEM  XXI:  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting. 

A  report  was  read  by  George  Ober  and  a  motion  was  made,  seconded 
and  so  voted  to  instruct  Harold  Buckman,  our  representative,  to  have  it 
incorporated  in  the  Legislative  records. 

A  motion  was  made  to  reconsider  Article  VI  but  was  defeated. 
Meeting  was  adjourned.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Ashland  School  Auditorium  in  said 
Ashland  on  Tuesday,  the  sixth  day  of  March  next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  Article  1  hereof,  and  you  are  further  notified  to  meet 
at  the  same  place  on  the  same  day  at  7:00  P.M.  to  act  upon  the  remaining 
articles  in  this  Warrant. 


Article  1 .    To  choose  all  necesary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 


Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of 
the  same. 


Article  3.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $402.95  for  Town  Road  Aid.  (State  to  contribute  $2,686.30) 
(Recommended  by  Budget  Committee) 


Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  water  main  from 
West  Main  St.  up  School  St.  to  join  the  existing  Une  on  School  St.  Money  for 
this  project  included  in  Water  Dept.  budget. 

(Recommended  by  Budget  Committee) 


Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  Sewer  line  from 
West  Main  St.  up  School  St.  to  a  point  near  the  homes  of  James  Rollins,  to 
be  financed  from  existing  Sewer  Project  funds. 

(Recommended  by  Budget  Committee) 


Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal 
from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the 
State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  set-offs  against  budgeted 
appropriations  for  the  following  priority  purposes  and  in  amounts  in- 
dicated or  take  any  other  action  hereon:

Article  7.  To  see  il  the  Town  of  Ashland  will,  by  its  Selectmen,  sell  in 
consideration  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  a  50  feet  right-of-way  from  Collins  St. 
in  said  Ashland  to  the  bridge  of  Harry  L.  Cote,  Jr.  across  Squam  River; 
said  bridge  being  located  in  the  Town  of  Ashland,  Grafton  County  and 
State  of  New  Hampshire;  said  right-of-way  to  be  located  on  land  of  the 
Ashland  Sewerage  Treatment  plant,  and  further  located  outside  of  the 
existing  fence  and  bordering  Squam  River.  (Petitoned  by  ten  or  more 
legal  voters) 

(Not  recommended  by  Budget  Committee) 


Article  8.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  in  favor  of  an  ordinance 
providing  for  the  reasonable  regulations  of  the  following: 


1.  AUTHORITY  AND  PURPOSE:  This  Ordinance  is 
enacted  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  New  Hampshire  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated  Chapter  31 :39.  The  purpose  of  this  Ordinance  is 
to  retain  tiie  natural  beauty  of  Ashland,  New  Hampshire,  and  to 
conserve  its  natural  resources;  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  and 
general  welfare  of  the  community;  and  to  encourage  good  civic 
design  and  arrangements  to  conserve  the  value  of  buildings. 


2.  JUNKYARD:  No  junk  yard  or  place  for  the  storage  of 
discarded  machinery,  vehicles  or  other  scrap  materials  shall  be 
permitted  in  the  municipality  except  those  materials  related  to  an 
industrial  use  and  then  may  be  stored  on  industry  owned  land  only 
as  approved  in  accordance  with  N.H.  Revised  Statutes  Annotated, 
1955,  as  amended  in  1965,  Chapter  267 :  A  Motor  Vehicle  Junk  Yards. 


3.  FIRE  RUINED  AND  HAZARDOUS  BUILDINGS:  The 
owner  of  a  building  ruined  by  fire,  or  any  hazardous  building  within 
the  municipality  shall  correct  the  hazardous  condition  of  such 
building.  Any  such  ruined  building  or  foundation  left  over  one  year 
from  the  date  of  any  calamity  shall  be  removed  to  clear  ground 
level  and  left  in  a  safe  condition  in  accordance  with  N.H.  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  155  :B  Hazardous  and  Dilapidated 
Buildings. 


4.  ADVERTISING  SIGNS  AND  BILLBOARDS:  No  ad- 
vertising signs  or  billboards  shall  be  erected  except  such  as  offer 
the  property  upon  which  they  are  located  for  sale  or  rent  or  ad- 
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vertise  the  local  business  related  to  the  premises  upon  which  they 
are  located. 


5.  MOBILE  HOMES:  Mobile  Homes  in  use  prior  to  the 
enactment  of  this  Ordinance  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  restrictions 
herein ;  and  they  may  be  replaced  at  the  discretion  of  the  owner. 


For  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance,  a  mobile  home  is  defined 
as  a  home  which  is  a  movable  dwelling  built  on  a  chassis,  having  all 
the  following:  running  water,  sanitary  facilities,  bath  facilities, 
and  toilet.  Sectional  homes,  modular  homes,  and  prefabricated 
homes  are  excepted  and  do  not  apply  to  this  Ordinance. 


The  lot  containing  a  mobile  home  shall  not  be  less  than  40,000 
square  feet  in  area.  No  other  dwelling  unit  shall  be  located  on  the 
lot.  If  municipal  sewerage  is  available,  the  lot  containing  the 
mobile  home  shall  be  at  least  20,000  square  feet  in  area.  The  lot 
shall  have  a  minimum  width  of  100  feet.  No  part  of  the  mobile  home 
shall  be  within  35  feet  of  the  edge  of  the  public  road,  street  or  within 
15  feet  of  any  other  boundary  of  the  lot  on  which  it  is  located. 


6.  MOBILE  HOME  PARKS:  A  mobUe  home  park  shall 
consist  of  a  minimum  of  five  acres  with  a  maximum  density  of  four 
mobile  homes  per  acre.  A  minimum  of  10,000  square  feet  shall  be 
provided  for  each  mobile  home  space.  No  mobile  home  in  a  Park 
shall  be  located  within  35  feet  of  any  public  road  or  street  or  of  any 
boundary  of  the  Park.  Roadways  shall  be  constructed  in  ac- 
cordance with  N.H.  Sanitary  Laws  and  Regulations,  Section  C, 
Regulation  IV  -  Roadways. 


7.  EFFECTIVE  DATE:  This  Ordinance,  and  any  amend- 
ment hereto,  shall  be  effective  upon  adoption  by  a  majority  vote  of 
any  legal  town  meeting. 


8.  ENFORCEMENT  AND  PENALTIES:  This  Ordinance 
shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  case  of  violation  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  Selectmen  may  institute  any  appropriate  action 
or  proceedings  to  prevent  violations.  Any  person,  firm,  or  cor- 
poration which  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  for  each  day  during  which 
a  violation  is  committed. 

(Submitted  by  the  Ashland  Planning  Board) 


Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,003.00  as  the  Town's  share  for  the  studies  and  operation  of  the  Lakes 
Region  Planning  Commission.  These  funds  will  be  used  for  financing  the 
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staff,  operation  expenses,  planning  studies,  technical  assistance  and  other 
programs  of  the  Commission.  These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  other  State  and  Federal  funds  available  for  planning  purposes. 
(Recommended  by  Budget  Committee) 


Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  appoint  the  Highway  Agent.  (This  article  will  appear  on  the  printed 
ballot) 


Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  appoint  the  Chief  of  Police.  (This  article  will  appear  on  the  printed 
ballot) 


Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  enter  a  mutual  agreement  for  Ambulance  Service  under  one  of  the 
following  plans: 


Plan  A.  To  join  the  present  Plymouth  Ambulance  Service 
with  a  number  of  other  towns.  This  plan  would  be  at  a  cost  of  from 
$3,000  to  $5,090.,  depending  upon  the  number  of  towns  joining  the 
plan. 


Plan  B.  To  negotiate  with  a  private  ambulance  service. 
Under  this  plan,  the  Town  would  furnish  storage  for  the  ambulance 
and  labor  for  the  operation  of  the  ambulance. 

(Without  Recommendation  by  Budget  Committee) 


Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Utility

Officer  Magoon 
has  attended  many  schools  on  police  work  and  is  well  qualified  for  the  job. 


We  have  put  into  the  legislature  a  bill  to  try  to  get  our  court  back.  If  this 
cannot  be  done,  we  hope  this  will  bring  some  means  about  so  that  we  may 
get  some  of  the  money  back  from  court  fines. 


With  the  help  of  most  of  the  auxiliary,  we  have  just  moved  into  our  new 
quarters  at  the  Old  Town  Hall.  This  has  been  done  with  a  lot  of  our  own 
time  in  building  our  quarters.  The  only  cost  to  the  town  for  this  was  the 
material  and  the  electrical  work. 


This  has  improved  our  department  very  much  and  the  men  of  the 
auxiliary  and  myself  thank  the  citizens  for  the  chance  to  upgrade  our 
department.

The  question  is  no  longer  "Is  Ashland  going  to  grow?"  but  "How  is 
Ashland  going  to  grow?  What  kind  of  a  community  are  we  going  to  have  in 
the  future?"  Today  more  than  1,000  acres  in  9  different  land  parcels  are 
under  some  form  of  development  in  the  township  of  Ashland.  Are  we 
prepared  to  permit  ourselves  to  become  so  closely  crowded  against  our 
neighbors  we  will  have  to  provide  public  water  and  sewerage  facilities  to 
protect  the  public  health.  Unless  our  tax  base  is  sound  and  continually 
improved  with  planned  and  desired  growth,  demands  for  greater  and 
expanded  services  such  as  school,  police,  fire  protection  and  new  roads 
cannot  be  met  adequately.  The  process  of  planning  provides  a  means  to 
correct  the  errors  of  the  past,  to  prevent  current  errors,  and  to  hold  future 
mis  judgment  to  a  minimum. 

As  each  new  subdivision  of  land  occurs,  whether  it  is  for  new  homes, 
mobile  homes,  trailer  parks  or  for  commercial  use,  Ashland  of  the  future 
takes  shape,  and  the  population  density,  municipal  facilities  and  services 
are  being  established.  At  the  same  time,  only  the  development  of  our  land 
can  provide  an  enlargement  of  the  property  tax  base  of  our  community. 

Attractive,  orderly,  and  carefully  developed  communities  have  a 
sound  economic  foundation.  When  we  permit  haphazard,  disorganized, 
and  unattractive  development,  we  allow  the  destruction  of  sound  com- 
munity life.  Planning  for  the  future  development  of  the  community  is  not 
only  good  sense,  it  is  good  business.  Planning  undoubtedly  saves  tax 
money,  but  the  most  important  reason  for  planning  is  intangible. 

Can  we  honestly  say  that  we  are  completely  satisfied  with  the  kind  of 
environment  that  is  being  created  in  and  around  Ashland?  Is  this  the  best 
that  we  can  do?  I  believe  that  we  can  do  better,  that  we  can  now  have  the 
kind  of  growth  and  type  of  development  that  we  want  if,  as  citizens,  we  are 
concerned  and  willing  to  support  various  land  development  regulations 
that  can  aid  in  a  better  community. 

Ashland  desperately  needs  concerned  and  involved  citizens,  we  need  a 
strong  planning  board  that  is  willing  to  recognize  our  town  planning 
problems  and  the  objectives  of  town  planning  and  the  willingness  to  aid  in 
building  of  a  more  orderly  developed  community.  If  you  are  such  a  person, 
man  or  woman,  kindly  express  your  willingness  to  serve  on  the  planning 
board  to  a  selectman  or  present  planning  board  member. 

The  most  effective  tools  used  to  carry  out  desired  and  controlled 
community  development  is  a  zoning  ordinance  and  map  or  subdivision 
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control.  Zoning  and  land  subdivision  regulations  are  local  matters.  There 
is  no  State  legislation  that  permits  a  County  or  the  State  to  adopt  zoning 
and  land  subdivision  regulations.  The  power  and  responsibility  hes  with 
the  individual  municipaUties  and  should  be  tailored  to  meet  the  particular 
needs  and  conditions  of  each  municipality. 

Zoning  is  the  creation  by  law  of  districts  in  which  regulations  varying 
between  different  types  of  districts  control  the  use  of  structures  and  land. 
The  purpose  of  zoning  is  to  control  these  uses  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  municipality  and  in  accordance  with  the  community's 
overall  town  or  comprehensive  olan.  The  preparation  of  a  zoning  or- 
dinance is  an  act  of  local  self  government  based  on  a  consensus  of  the 
citizenry  as  to  the  desired  pattern  of  future  land  use  and  development. 

Land  subdivision  regulations  are  regulations  designed  to  ensure  that 
proposed  subdivisions,  including  streets  and  utilities,  will  be  designed  and 
constructed  in  accordance  with  both  plans  for  adjacent  development  and 
for  overall  municipal  development.  Subdivision  regulations  control  the 
process  of  dividing  land  into  smaller  pieces  and  control  the  lot  layout  and 
construction  of  improvements  such  as  streets,  walkways,  and  utilities. 

Ordinances  governing  certain  land  use  may  also  be  enacted  pursuant 
to  New  Hampshire  RSA  31:39  for  a  variety  of  purposes  which  generally 
fall  into  the  category  of  health,  welfare,  and  public  safety.  The  Ashland 
Planning  Board  recognizing  the  rapid  increase  in  mobile  homes  as  an 
important  part  of  the  total  housing  available  in  our  community  and 
meeting  an  important  need;  but  also  recognizing,  because  of  certain  basic 
differences  between  mobile  homes  and  conventional  housing,  that  some 
guidelines  and  community  regulations  should  be  developed  in  order  that 
the  substantial  investments  made  by  some  individuals  in  conventional 
housing  would  not  be  unnecessarily  diminished  by  the  total  in- 
discriminate location  of  mobile  homes  throughout  the  community.  The 
Board  will  present  to  the  community  for  approval  a  set  of  guidelines  and 
regulations  governing  future  land  use  of  mobile  homes  and  mobile  home 
parks.  It  is  believed  that  with  good  community  guidelines  and  regulations 
that  our  community  can  receive  both  conventional  dwelling  and  mobile 
homes  over  our  landscape  without  totally  damaging  our  tax  base.

Lest  We  Forget  -  It  Can  Happen  Here 

In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  cooperative  State-town 
program.  The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden,  appointed  by  the  Director, 
Division  of  Resources  Development  upon  recommendation  of  the  Select- 
men and  the  State's  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  is  responsible  for  fire 
suppression  and  other  related  duties.  The  State  shares  equally  with  the 
town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest  fires,  except  illegal  and  careless  fires, 
which  are  charged  to  the  responsible  party.  The  State  further  provides 
fire  detection  services,  prevention  programs,  fire  training  for  town 
wardens  and  crews,  and  back  up  equipment  for  fire  suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  controls  all 
outside  burning  in  his  town  except  backyard  cooking  fires.  Any  person 
wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must 
obtain  a  fire  permit,  free  of  cost,  from  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  No 
permits  will  be  issued  for  fires  between  9 :  00  A.M.  and  5 :  00  P.M.  unless  it  is 
raining,  except  for  commercial  purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be  an  extremely 
useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once  allowed  to  run  wild  it  can  become  a 
disastrous  and  devastating  force.  Only  you  can  prevent  a  forest  fire.

Bricker,  at  8:00p.m.,  at  the  Ashland  School  Auditorium-Gymnasium.  The 
two  warrants  were  read  by  the  Moderator.  He  asked  if  there  were  any 
questions  relevant  to  these  warrants. 

ARTICLE  I.  It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  so  voted  that  the  reports  of 
the  Agents  and  Auditors  as  printed  in  the  Annual  School  Report  be  ac- 
cepted. 

ARTICLE  II.  A  motion  was  made,  seconded,  and  so  voted,  to  approve 
employing  a  Business  Administrator  for  Supervisory  Union  No.  2,  in  ac- 
cordance with  RSA 197 : 3,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,304.26 
as  Ashland  School  Districts'  share  of  same.  This  amount  is  included  in  the 
Budget  under  Supervisory  Union  Expenses. 

ARTICLE  III.  A  motion  was  made,  seconded,  and  voted  unanimously 
with  no  discussion,  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$362,890.42  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory 
obligations  of  the  District  and  to  authorize  an  appUcation  against  said 
appropriation  of  such  sum  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state 
together  with  other  income;  the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen 
the  balance  between  the  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is 
to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  Town,  said  amount  approved  by  the  Budget 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV.  A  motion  was  made,  seconded,  and  voted  unanimously 
without  discussion,  that  the  district  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make 
application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  District,  any  or  all  grants  or 
offers  for  educational  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  for- 
thcoming from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and-or  United  States. 

ARTICLE  V.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  District 
extend  a  vote  of  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Patricia  Heinz  for  the 
faithful  service  that  she  has  given  as  a  member  of  the  Board.  The 
Moderator  appointed  an  Assistant  Moderator,  then  led  a  discussion  and 
rising  vote  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  Heinz.  The  motion  was  so  voted  unanimously. 
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ARTICLE  VI.  A  motion  was  made,  seconded,  and  voted  unanimously 
that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  Schools  the  sum 
of  $362,890.42. 

The  Moderator  declared  the  meeting  adjourned  at  8: 17  p.m.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual 
examination  and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Ashland  School  District  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1972,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in 
accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  District.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are 
included  as  part  of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records 
of  the  School  Board,  School  District  Treasurer,  School  Lunch  Fund  and 
Student  Activities  Fund. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Revenue  Accounts 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  —  General  Fund:  (Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  June  30, 1971  and  June  30, 1972,  are 
presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  Net  Debt  of  the  District 
decreased  by  $29,139.72,  from  $352,115.18  to  $322,975.46,  during  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30, 1972. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition  —  General  Fund:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  School  District 
during  the  fiscal  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which 
caused  the  change  indicated  therein.  These  were  as  follows:

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1972,  are 
presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary 
(Exhibit  A-4),  a  revenue  surplus  of  $4,073.17,  plus  an  unexpended  balance 
of  appropriations  of  $2,066.55,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $6,139.72.

Exhibits  B-3  and  B-4  reflect  the  activity  in  the  Building  Fund  accounts 
during  the  year. 


Statement  of  School  Tax  Account:  (Exhibit E) 

A  statement  of  the  School  Tax  Account  with  the  Town  of  Ashland  is 
presented  in  Exhibit  E.  As  indicated  therein,  the  School  District  had 
received  from  the  Town  the  total  of  the  1971-72  School  Tax  amounting  to 
$331,661.45,  less  prepayments  of  $9,927.24  received  in  the  fiscal  year  1970- 
71. 


Statement  of  Bonded  Debt:  (Exhibit F) 

A  statement  of  the  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  School 
District  as  of  June  30,  1972,  showing  annual  debt  service  requirements,  is 
contained  in  Exhibit  F. 


GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus  (Deficit): 

The  current  financial  condition  of  the  School  District  changed  from  a 
current  deficit  (excess  of  current  liabilities  over  current  assets)  of  $115.18, 
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to  a  current  surplus  (excess  of  current  assets  over  current  liabilities)  of 
$4,024.54,  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1972,  as  shown  herewith:

Year  End  Financial  Reporting: 

The  June  30, 1971  financial  report  of  the  School  District,  did  not  reflect 
any  accounts  payable  owed  by  the  District  at  the  end  of  that  fiscal  year. 
However,  our  examination  of  vendor  manifests  paid  in  July  1971,  revealed 
that  a  number  of  payments  included  therein  were  for  supplies  or  services 
actually  received  or  incurred  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  Therefore, 
the  results  of  operations  for  the  fiscal  period  ending  June  30,  1971  were 
improperly  shown. 

It  must  be  stated  that  the  accounting  system  of  the  School  District 
must  be  maintained  so  as  to  insure  that  all  expenditures  chargeable 
to  budgetary  appropriations  during  the  budgetary  accounting  period  are 
reflected  in  the  accounts  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  If  this  procedure  is 
not  consistently  followed,  financial  reports  showing  the  results  of 
operations  for  the  fiscal  period  will  be  inaccurate. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  supplies  and  services  which  are  not 
received  or  rendered  during  a  given  fiscal  year  should  not  be  reflected  in 
the  budgetary  operations  for  the  year. 

Unappropriated  Surplus  —  Building  Fund:  (Exhibit  A-5) 

As  indicated  in  Exhibit  A-5,  the  unappropriated  surplus  in  the  Building 
Fund  as  of  June  30, 1972,  amounted  to  $4,048.55.  This  is  made  up  as  follows : 

Premium  on  Bonds  Issued  $961.50 

Accrued  Interest  on  Bonds  2,518.05 

Deposits  on  Plans  Forfeited  350.00 

Interest  on  Investments  219.00

We  indicated  in  our  last  report,  that  a  vote  of  the  School  District  is 
needed  in  order  for  the  School  Board  to  lawfully  expend  these  funds.  In  this 
connection,  the  records  of  the  Clerk  of  the  School  District,  relative  to  the 
annual  District  Meeting,  do  not  indicate  any  action  taken  regarding  this 
matter. 

However,  as  Exhibit  A-5  indicates,  there  exists  an  overdraft  of 
$3,429.69  in  the  Building  Fund  appropriation  as  of  June  30,  1972.  That  is, 
total  Building  Fund  expenditures  exceed  appropriations  by  this  amount  as 
of  that  date.  Thus,  unappropriated  funds  have  been  used  without  statutory 
authority.  We,  again,  recommend  to  the  School  Board  that  authorization  to 
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spend  these  funds  be  duly  obtained  before  any  further  expenditures  are 
incurred. 

District  Treasurer: 

Our  examination  of  the  manifests  paid  by  the  District  Treasurer 
revealed  that  in  a  number  of  instances  the  manifests  were  not  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  School  Board. 

The  signatures  of  the  majority  of  the  School  Board  should  be  affixed  to 
each  manifest,  before  the  Treasurer  disburses  any  District  funds. 

Conclusion 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that  this 
report  or  a  summary  of  the  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of 
transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  School 
District. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Ashland  School  District  for 
their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Ashland: 

I  hereby  submit  the  eighteenth  Annual  Report  as  Superintendent  of 
the  Ashland  School  District. 

The  Ashland  School  District  is  one  of  the  three  school  districts  in  the 
Inter-Lakes  Supervisory  Union  No.  2.  The  other  two  districts  are  the  Inter- 
Lakes  Cooperative  District,  consisting  of  the  towns  of  Center  Harbor, 
Meredith  and  Sandwich;  and  the  Newfound  Area  School  District  which  is 
comprised  of  the  towns  of  Alexandria,  Bridgewater,  Bristol,  Danbury, 
Groton,  Hebron  and  New  Hampton.  As  of  July  1,  1972  the  Newfound  Area 
School  District  was  annexed  to  Supervisory  Union  No.  2  for  administration 
and  supervision.  The  Inter-Lakes  Supervisory  Union  is  one  of  43  units  in 
the  state. 

All  three  districts  voted  and  approved  the  employment  of  a  Business 
Administrator  at  the  last  annual  meeting.  Mr.  William  L.  Reinhardt  Jr. 
assumed  the  duties  on  November  1. 

Mr.  George  A.  Corrette  II  was  elected  as  the  Assistant  Superintendent 
and  assumed  his  duties  on  July  1. 

The  operating  budget  and  apportionment  of  the  expenses  for  the 
Supervisory  Union  is  printed  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Staff 

There  were  the  following  changes  of  the  staff  when  schools  opened  on 
Septembers,  1972: 

Mr.  E.  Harlan  King  Jr.  replaced  Harrison  G.  Otis  as  Principal  grades 
1  -  12.  Mr.  King  is  a  graduate  of  Vermont  Academy,  St.  Lawrence 
University  and  has  a  Masters  Degree  in  Education  from  Boston  State 
College.  He  has  been  Principal  of  the  Holderness  Central  School  for  the 
past  three  years  and  previous  to  that  he  was  a  teacher  in  the  West  Jr. 
High,  Walpole,  Mass.  for  two  years,  U.S.  Air  Force  School  m  Germany  for 
two  years  and  was  a  member  of  the  Walpole  Elementary  School  staff  for  4 
years. 

Mr.  Harrison  G.  Otis  of  New  Hampton,  a  retired  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  from  Hewlett,  Long  Island,  had  been  serving  as  Prin- 
cipal for  the  past  year  and  a  half  and  returned  to  retired  status. 

Mrs.  Nancy  A.  WooUey,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  State  College, 
replaced  Mr.  Richard  Sullivan  in  grade  6  as  he  was  inducted  into  the  U.  S. 
Army. 

Miss  Marjorie  E.  Townsend,  a  graduate  of  Lowell  State  College, 
replaced  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eugene  Langdoc  as  Music  Instructors  grades  1  - 12. 
Mr.  Langdoc  is  devoting  full  time  to  his  duties  at  Belknap  College  and  Mrs. 
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Langdoc  is  a  part  time  member  of  the  Newfound  Area  School  District 
Music  Staff. 

Mrs.  Joan  J.  Hachey,  a  graduate  of  Gorham  State  College,  and  a 
member  of  the  teaching  staff  in  Tolland,  Conn,  for  4  years  replaced  Mrs. 
Frances  Lamm  as  instructor  of  Art  grades  1  - 12. 

Mrs.  Jan  L.  Paschal,  a  graduate  of  Henderson  State  College  and  who 
has  done  graduate  study  at  the  University  of  Arkansas  and  Cornell 
University  replaced  Mrs.  Alida  Buckland  as  Instructor  in  the  Home  Arts 
Department. 

Mr.  John  P.  Qark,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  State  College,  replaced 
Mr.  Robert  Hickey  in  the  Social  Studies  Department  grades  7  -  8  and  9. 
Mr.  Clark  has  completed  his  requirements  for  the  Masters  Degree  which 
will  be  awarded  this  year. 

Mr.  William  J.  Tirone,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  State  College,  replaced 
Mr.  Edward  Sides  as  Physical  Education  Instructor  and  Coach  of  Boys 
Sports. 

Miss  Noreen  E.  Crawford,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  is  the  library  assistant  replacing  Mrs.  Joyce  Sobetzer. 

Mrs.  Mary  Jordan  is  serving  as  a  Teacher  Aid  in  the  Junior  High 
Home  Arts  classes  under  a  Vocational  Education  Grant. 

Mrs.  Mildred  H.  Uhlman  was  released  from  her  contract  on  December 
22  at  her  request  for  health  reasons.  Mr.  Peter  Moran,  a  graduate  of  Keene 
State  College  was  employed  as  her  replacement. 

Costs 

The  property  tax  assessment  for  the  1972-73  School  Year  was 
$345,739.54  an  increase  of  $14,078.09  over  the  1971-72  assessment  of 
$331,661.45. 

The  district  did  not  qualify  for  Foundation  Aid  due  to  the  reduction  in 
State  Funds,  the  change  in  the  formula  and  the  increased  equalized 
valuation  to  $13,301,454  from  $8,327,583. 

Building  Aid  allocation  was  $5,147.44,  approximately  68  percent  of 
entitlement,  and  the  allocation  from  the  Sweepstakes  Program  was 
$6,593.90.  These  monies  were  used  to  reduce  the  1972  Tax  Assessment. 

The  cost  per  pupil  as  computed  by  the  State  Department  of  Education 
for  the  1971-72  School  Year,  excluding  transportation  and  capital  outlay  is 
as  follows:  grades  one  to  six  $554.40;  grades  seven  and  eight  $829.30  and 
grades  nine  to  twelve  $1,021.20.  The  State  Average  Costs  are  as  follows: 
grades  one  to  six  $665.00,  grades  seven  and  eight  $799.00  and  grades  nine 
through  twelve  $896.00. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  play  area  to  the  rear  of  the  Glidden  Vocational  Building  is 
gradually  being  filled  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  next  fall  that  the  play  area 
will  be  in  operation  with  the  equipment  in  place. 

Conclusion : 

At  this  time,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Selectmen, 
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Highway,   Water,   Electrical   and   Police    Departments    for    the   fine 
cooperation  and  assistance  I  have  received  over  the  past  eighteen  years. 

The  School  Board  is  responsible  for  the  continued  improvement  of 
education  for  all  children  and  it  certainly  has  been  a  pleasure  serving  as 
Superintendent  with  the  various  School  Board  Members  in  helping  solve 
many  of  the  problems  relative  to  the  educational  program.  The  Allen  K. 
Ober  Elementary  School,  Annex  and  the  Glidden  Vocational  Building  are 
the  works  of  many  committees  and  Board  Members  who  devoted  many 
hours  to  the  planning  of  these  excellent  facilities  and  also  for  the  constant 
maintenance  of  the  older  buildings. 

The  Members  of  the  Board  are  to  be  commended  for  the  unselfish 
manner  in  which  they  carry  out  their  difficult  and  time  consuming  roles  as 
public  servants. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  compliment  the  administration  and 
staff  for  the  excellent  job  that  is  being  done  in  the  classroom  and  various 
activities,  and  for  the  excellent  cooperation  and  devotion  to  their  duties. 

I  also  wish  to  commend  the  School  Nurse,  Lunch  Program  Personnel, 
Custodians  and  Bus  Drivers  for  the  fine  job  they  do  day  after  day  in 
making  sure  their  part  of  the  program  functions  so  well.

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Principal's  Annual  Report 


In  order  to  continue  to  provide  the  maximum  instructional  effort, 
taking  into  consideration  existing  conditions,  i.e.  plant,  equipment, 
resources,  personnel,  as  well  as  community  aspirations,  the  school  has 
engaged  in  a  close  examination  of  itself  over  this  past  school  year.  This 
process,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  preliminary  to  future  evaluations,  resulting  in 
meaningful  accreditation.  To  assist  in  this  appraisal  process  both  state 
and  regional  guidelines  have  been  utilized. 

Having  completed  the  initial  survey,  one  quickly  concludes  that  there 
are  many  more  assets  than  liabilities.  This  fact  reflects  the  concern  for 
excellence  within  the  school  and  throughout  the  community. 

THE  NEEDS: 

There  are  several  problem  areas  to  be  overcome.  In  the  elementary 
school  there  are  three  major  concerns. 

CURRICULUM 

There  is  an  urgent  need  to  write  curriculum  in  all  subject  areas.  This 
need  becomes  increasingly  important  as  instruction  becomes  more  in- 
dividualized and  dependency  upon  textbooks  declines. 

LIBRARY  SERVICES 

At  the  present  time  we  have  approximately  2000  volumes  in  our 
elementary  school  library.  Recommendations  for  a  basic  elementary 
school  library  collection  provide  for  a  minimum  of  6000  volumes. 

SPECIAL  LEARNING  PROBLEMS 

In  every  school  system  there  is  a  percentage  of  special  learning 
problems  which  require  unique  solutions.  Although  focus  has  been  placed 
on  some  of  these  problems,  there  is  a  need  to  broaden  the  scope  of  the 
program  in  terms  of  the  variety  of  problems  and  the  age  of  pupils  served. 

Turning  to  the  junior  and  senior  high  school,  we  find  similar  needs  and 
problems. 

CURRICULUM 

The  writing  of  curriculum  at  the  secondary  level  will  be  the  natural 
culmination  of  efforts  in  the  elementary  school,  i.e.  an  intergration  of 
curriculum  grades  one  through  twelve. 

In  addition  to  setting  forth  clear  statements  of  objectives  and  learning 
activities,  there  is  a  further  curriculum  need  at  the  high  school  level. 
Efforts  should  be  made  to  enrich  the  current  curriculum  with  a  greater 
variety  of  subject  offerings. 

LIBRARY  SERVICES 

As  in  the  elementary  library,  the  number  of  secondary  school  volumes 
required  for  a  basic  collection  numbers  6000.  Currently  we  are  at  the  2000 
mark. 
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PROJECTIONS 
In  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  Ashland  students  as  well  as  provide  the 
comprehensive  services  needed  to  meet  accreditation  standards,  work  is 
already  in  progress.  The  Ashland  School  Board  is  currently  revising  and 
completing  a  set  of  written  school  policies. 

The  Student  Council  is  engaged  in  rewriting  a  Student  Handbook. 

Curriculum  committees  comprised  of  faculty  members  have  been 
formed  and  initial  steps  have  been  made  to  begin  the  task  of  curriculum 
revision  in  the  four  academic  areas. 

A  Staff  Development  Committee  comprised  of  administration, 
teachers,  parents,  students,  and  interested  citizens  from  each  of  the  three 
districts  in  the  Supervisory  Union  will  set  forth  guidelines  for  the  recer- 
tification  of  teachers.  It  is  hoped  that  a  general  improvement  in  in- 
struction will  result. 

The  Vocational  and  Occupations  Program  Advisory  Committee  has 
met  to  discuss  the  use  of  federal  funds  now  available  in  the  vocational 
area. 


CONCLUSION 

Set  forth  in  this  report  are  a  number  of  top  priority  areas  in  need  of 
attention.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  list  all  problems  but  only  those  of 
greatest  urgency.  In  some  instances  the  solutions  have  already  been  set  in 
motion.  In  others,  a  variety  of  approaches  are  available  and  further  study 
is  needed  before  any  final  recommendations  can  be  made.  In  still  other 
cases,  solutions  may  not  surface  for  some  time. 

Whatever  the  risk,  we  are  confident  that  bold  initiatives  will  yield 
worthwhile  results.  The  first  steo  to  action  must  include  a  blueprint  of 
priorities.  Such  a  plan  must  then  be  executed  with  energy,  vision  and 
resolve.  We  feel  confident  that  with  the  outstanding  faculty  we  have  at 
Ashland,  the  unusual  cooperative  spirit  of  the  students,  and  the  un- 
derstanding of  parents  and  the  community-at-large,  the  task  will  be 
completed  successfully.
